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Trial  plan 
to  close 
east  end 
of  park  on 
Saturdays 
approved

A  new  face  was  put  on  an  old 
issue  when  a  proposal  for  a  six- 
month  trial  run  to  close  traffic  in 
the  east  end  of  Golden  Gate  Park 
on  Saturdays  was  introduced  by 
San  Francisco  Supervisor  Jake 
McGoldrick. 

The  plan  to  close  the  park  for 
a  6-month  trial  run  was  approved 
by  the  full  SF  Board  of 
Supervisors  by  a  7-4  vote  on 
April  25. 

The  proposed  legislation, 
dubbed  “healthy  Saturdays,” 
would  ban  vehicles  on  JFK 
Drive,  between  Kezar  and 
Transverse  drives,  on  Saturdays 
from  6  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  to  get  peo¬ 
ple  out  of  their  cars  to  enjoy  the 
park  recreationally  while  not 
having  to  worry  about  traffic. 
The  plan  is  similar  to  a  39-year- 
old  tradition  already  in-place  on 
Sundays  at  the  same  end  of  the 
park. 

Voters  rejected  two  ballot 
measures  that  would  have  closed 
the  park  to  traffic  on  Saturdays  in 
2000  and  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  rejected  the  plan 
again  in  2003.  The  difference 
now,  according  to  supporters  of 
the  plan  to  limit  traffic,  is  the  clo¬ 
sure  is  only  scheduled  for  a  six- 
month  trial  and  it  takes  into  ac¬ 
count  the  recently  opened  800- 
space  Music  Concourse  Garage. 
Advocates  of  the  proposal  say 
the  garage  will  alleviate  parking 
problems  the  closures  would  cre¬ 
ate. 

Some  of  the  potential  prob¬ 
lems  that  could  affect  residents 
living  in  the  inner  Richmond  and 
Sunset  districts  include  tougher 
parking  problems  for  local  resi¬ 
dents,  increased  traffic  conges¬ 
tion,  and  reduced  access  to  park 
institutions  and  local  businesses. 

But  McGoldrick  says  the  situ¬ 
ation  is  different  now  than  in 
2000.

lOA  gets  OK  to  build  new  structure

The  SF  Planning  Commission 
gave  a  controversial  project  in 
the  Richmond  District  a  thumbs- 
up  in  April. 

The  Institute  on  Aging,  in  har¬ 
mony  with  another  non-profit 
group.  Bridge  Housing,  plans  to 
develop  the  site  of  the  closed 
Coronet  Theater  on  Geary 
Boulevard  into  1 50  units  of  se¬ 
nior  housing,  senior  services,  a 
conference  center  and  office 
space  for  employees  of  the  orga¬ 
nizations. 

Almost  everyone  who  testified 
at  the  commission  hearing  cited 
the  need  for  more  senior  housing 
and  services  in  the  City,  but  they 
differed  on  some  of  the  project’s 
proposals. 

At  the  commission  hearing, 
which  was  held  because  the  pro¬ 
ject  needed  a  Conditional  Use 
Permit,  numerous  community 
members  told  commissioners 
during  a  five-hour  hearing  that 
the  project  was  out  of  scale  with 
the  neighborhood,  that  the  six- 
story  building  was  too  tall,  and 
that  the  67  underground  parking 
spaces  in  the  plan  were  inade¬ 
quate. 

Rich  Warner,  president  of  the 
Jordan  Park  Improvement 
Association,  asked  the  commis¬ 
sion  to  investigate  the  possibility 
of  adding  another  level  of  under¬ 
ground  parking  to  accommodate 
the  needs  of  residents,  visitors 
and  workers  at  the  site.  He  also 
expressed  concerns  over  the  use 
of  the  conference  center  in  the 
evening,  when  parking  in  the 
neighborhood  is  most  impacted. 

According  to  Bridge  President 
Carol  Galante,  parking  at  the 
project  is  sufficient  because  the 


SF  Planning  Code  requires  56 
parking  spaces,  1 1  less  then  is 
being  proposed.  She  said  an  extra 
story  of  underground  parking 
could  add  another  $5  million  cost 
to  the  project,  a  large  sum  of 
money  for  a  non-profit  group. 
She  also  said  the  conference  cen¬ 
ter  would  mostly  be  used  during 
the  daytime  so  impacts  to  neigh¬ 
borhood  parking  should  be  mini¬ 
mal. 

According  to  city  Zoning 
Administrator  Larry  Badnier,  the 
site  of  the  project  is  zoned  NC-3 


The  plan  to  convert  the  long- 
closed  Public  Health  Service 
Hospital  at  I4th  Avenue  and 
Lake  Street  into  housing  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  move  forward  in  May 
when  the  Presidio  Trust  releases 
its  Final  Environmental  Impact 
Study  on  the  project. 

Since  a  draft  report  was  pub¬ 
lished  in  August  2004,  more  than 
1 50  people  and  1 3  organizations 
have  responded  to  the  document. 

According  to  the  Presidio 
Trust,  its  preferred  alternative 
(#2)  has  been  modified  in  re¬ 
sponse  to  community  concerns.

After  hearing  the  concerns  of 
local  residents,  the  members  of 
the  Planning  Commission  unani¬ 
mously  OK’d  the  plan  after 
adding  a  provision  for  35  more 
parking  spaces  -  to  be  provided 
by  a  valet  parking  service.

Its  favored  plan  has  been  reduced 
from  350  residential  housing 
units  to  230.  The  floor  plans  of 
the  housing  units  will  be  in¬ 
creased  from  the  original  propos¬ 
al. 

Because  the  number  or  hous¬ 
ing  units  has  been  reduced,  the 
number  of  automobile  trips  will 
also  decrease;  1 8  percent  during 
the  morning  rush-hour  commute 
and  24  percent  during  the 
evening  commute.

The  Presidio  Trust’s  Board  of 
Directors  will  hold  a  meeting  on 
June  1 5  to  consider  action  on  the 
proposal.  The  meeting  will  be 
held  in  the  Presidio,  at  1 35  Fisher 
Loop,  at  6:30  p.m. 


VA  Center  sued  for  expanding  labs

Discussions  between  the 
Veterans  Administration  Medical 
Center  (VA)  and  local  neighbor¬ 
hood  organizations  over  the  VA’s 
plans  to  expand  at  its  42nd 
Avenue  and  Clement  Street  cam¬ 
pus  have  broken  down,  and  the 
matter  is  now  headed  to  court. 

On  March  3 1,  the  Planning 
Association  for  the  Richmond 


(PAR)  and  Friends  of  Lands  End 
(FOLE)  filed  a  civil  lawsuit  in 
the  United  States  District  Court 
seeking  an  injunction  against  a 
planned  14,400-square-foot  facil¬ 
ity  known  as  Building  16  until  an 
environmental  review  under  the 
National  Environmental  Pro¬ 
tection  Act  (NEPA)  can  be  com¬ 
pleted. 

Talks  ended  approximately  six 
months  ago. 


According  to  Gene  Brodsky,  a 
member  of  PAR’S  board  of  direc¬ 
tors  and  an  attorney  who  serves 
as  the  group’s  counsel,  a  letter 
was  sent  to  the  VA  in  September 
advising  them  that  a  suit  would 
be  filed  unless  they  complied 
with  federal  laws.

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Gang  activity  in  Richmond  on 
the  downswing,  not  gone

Asian  gangs  today  represent  a 
lesser  force  in  the  Sunset  and 
Richmond  districts  than  they  did 
two  decades  ago,  yet  Asian  crime 
rings  still  occupy  much  of  San 
Francisco.  They  work  very  dif¬ 
ferently  than  other  gangs,  howev¬ 
er.  Members  do  not  mark  objects 
with  graffiti,  they  do  not  wear  ex¬ 
clusive  colors,  and  under  police 
interrogation  they  never  brag  of 
killings  or  confess  to  gang-relat¬ 
ed  crimes.  They  work  via  covert, 
underground  networks,  and  they 
are  a  great  challenge  for  police 
and  prosecutors. 

“They  don’t  ever  admit  to 
anything  having  to  do  with 
gangs,”  explains  Inspector 
Jameson  Pon  of  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Department’s 
Gang  Task  Force.  “All  they’ll 
says  is,  T’m  hanging  with  good 
friends.’” 

Pon  and  Inspector  Henry  Seto 
attended  the  April  meeting  of  the 
Community/Police  Fomm  to  give 
residents  an  update  on  gang  ac¬ 
tivity  in  the  district. 

These  criminal  groups  com¬ 
prise  a  relatively  large  sector  of 
the  population,  and  Asian  gang 
activity  extends  into  all  comers 
of  the  Bay  Area.  But  exact  num¬ 
bers  are  almost  impossible  to  nail 
down. 

“There’s  no  knowing  how 
many  there  are,”  Seto  said. 
“They  don’t  even  call  themselves 
gangs.  They  have  no  name,  no 
territory.  I  don’t  even  call  them 
gangs  -  just  juvenile  delinquents 
-  but  they’re  still  very  dangerous 
because  they  sometimes  attack 
with  pipes  and  sticks.” 

While  Chinatown  hosts  the 
greatest  density  of  Asian  gang¬ 
sters,  their  activity  has  produced 
concern  among  residents  in  the 
Richmond  and  Sunset  districts. 
Seto  says  that  stealthy  crime 


rings  often  run  their  trades  be¬ 
hind  the  facades  of  numerous 
area  businesses. 

“They  often  use  bars,  restau¬ 
rants  and  karaoke  clubs.  Almost 
any  time  there’s  a  karaoke  club 
on  the  peninsula,  there  could  be  a 
significant  Asian  criminal  influ¬ 
ence,”  Seto  said. 

Gangs  occupy  schools,  as 
well,  and  many  parents  have  ex¬ 
pressed  concern  for  their  chil¬ 
dren.  Recruitment  of  one’s  child 
into  a  gang  is  the  prevailing  fear, 
and  Pon  stresses  the  importance 
of  keeping  a  close  watch  on 
youth  and  reporting  suspicious 
activity  to  school  authorities. 

“You  need  to  watch  for  the 
tell-tale  signs  if  you  want  to  keep 
(your  kids)  out  of  gangs.  Really, 
it’s  all  about  communication. 
Communication  with  your  kids  is 
very  important,”  he  said. 

Even  adults  may  be  victim¬ 
ized  by  juvenile  gang  members. 
In  several  cases,  new  gang  re¬ 
cruits  have  accidentally  leaked 
information  to  dangerous  and  vi¬ 
olent  individuals  about  valuables 
stashed  away  at  home,  resulting 
in  increased  burglaries  and  as¬ 
saults. 

But  Pon  notes  that  while 
Washington  and  Lincoln  high 
schools  once  harbored  numerous 
gang  members  in  the  past,  on- 
campus  police  patrols  today  re¬ 
port  far  fewer  incidents  of  gang 
recruitment  and  initiations.  In 
fact,  violent  criminal  activity  in 
San  Francisco’s  Asian  communi¬ 
ty  has  been  declining  since  the 
’70s  and  ’80s,  says  Lt.  John 
Murphy  of  the  city’s  Gang  Task 
Force.  Those  were  the  days  of 
the  notorious  Jackson  Street 
Boys. 

“They  were  the  biggest  group 
around.  That  was  the  apex  of  vis¬ 
ible  Asian  gangs.  They’re  still 
here  today,  but  they’re  not  visi¬ 
ble.  They’re  all  about  money 


now  -  drugs,  fake  I.D.s,  theft, 
fraud,  tons  of  extortion,  gam¬ 
bling,  prostitution  -  so  they  don’t 
want  to  draw  attention  to  them¬ 
selves,  whereas  the  Nortenos  and 
the  Surenos  actually  take  pride  in 
dealing  with  someone.  It’s  all 
about  the  status  of  the  gang  for 
them.  But  Asian  gangs  don’t  at¬ 
tack  blindly.  They  attack  people 
who  threaten  their  business.” 

Yet  Chinatown  has  experi¬ 
enced  a  recent  influx  of  violent 
assaults  and  muggings  by  young 
Asian  males,  Pon  and  Seto  re¬ 
port.  They  refer  to  several  recent 
incidents  involving  groups  of 
more  than  a  dozen  individuals  at¬ 
tacking  tourists  in  attempts  to  ac¬ 
quire  their  iPods,  cell  phones  or 
digital  cameras. 

“These  crimes  are  increasing 
in  the  Chinatown  area,”  says 
Pon,  “but  in  the  Richmond,  it  has 
been  pretty  quiet.  We  know  of 
so-called  gang-members,  but  it’s 
hard  to  verify  anything.  And  it’s 
like  pulling  teeth  just  getting 
them  to  talk.  They’ll  never 
snitch.” 

The  very  nature  of  many 
Asian  names  may  also  render 
gang  members  virtually  anony¬ 
mous. 

“With  Asian  names  the  order 
of  the  words  and  the  spelling  can 
change,”  says  Pon.  “It’s  difficult 
to  link  them  from  crime  to 
crime.” 

As  a  result,  attorneys  in  many 
cases  must  settle  for  convention¬ 
al  charges  and  abandon  efforts  to 
prosecute  individuals  as  gang 
members,  which  can  add  extra 
weight  in  the  sentencing  stage. 

“We  always  try  to  connect 
suspects  to  gang  activity,”  says 
Murphy,  “but  with  the  Asian 
gangs  it’s  hard.  They’re  smart 
and  they  don’t  confess  to  any¬ 
thing.”

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Needs  assessment:  beautification  top  concern

What  are  the  most  important 
needs  in  the  Richmond  District? 

This  is  one  of  the  many  -  and 
one  of  the  most  important  - 
questions  that  was  posed  to 
Richmond  District  residents. 

Between  August  and  October 
2005,  a  community  needs  assess¬ 
ment  task  force  conducted  de¬ 
mographic  research  on  the 
Richmond  by  using  U.S.  census 
information,  distributing  and  col¬ 
lecting  301  surveys  at  schools 
and  street  fairs  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood,  and  holding  discussions 
with  various  focus  groups. 

The  40-page  “Richmond 
District  Community  Needs 
Assessment  Report,”  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  public  April  6  at  the 
Richmond  District  YMCA  on 


18th  Avenue. 

According  to  the  report,  its 
goal  was  to  obtain  information 
about  the  needs  of  the  communi¬ 
ty  with  regard  to  programs  and 
services,  and  about  the  roles  of 
community-based  organizations 
in  the  district,  whose  population 
is  about  70,000.  (For  the  purpos¬ 
es  of  the  survey,  the  Richmond’s 
western  and  eastern  boundaries 
were  48th  Avenue  and  Arguello 
Boulevard  and  the  southern  and 
northern  boundaries  were  the 
Golden  Gate  and  Presidio  parks. 

Robert  Sindelar,  executive  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Richmond  District 
YMCA,  undertook  the  assess¬ 
ment  in  cooperation  with  various 
community  groups. 

The  top  concern  in  the  report 
was  the  need  for  more  neighbor¬ 
hood  beautification  and  a  clean 


community.  Specifically,  it  listed 
the  need  for  cleaner  streets,  graf¬ 
fiti  removal,  exterior  home  main¬ 
tenance  and  improved  public 
parks. 

Rounding  out  the  other  con¬ 
cerns  were: 

•  improving  the  frequency  and 
quality  of  Muni; 

•  increasing  youth  and  chil¬ 
dren  programs  and  services,  in¬ 
cluding  structured  after-school 
programs  that  provide  job  train¬ 
ing,  health  and  fitness,  and  aca¬ 
demic  support  and  counseling  on 
various  topics,  including  LGBT 
issues; 

•  better  programs  for  seniors. 
Many  seniors  are  low-income, 
non-English  speaking  immi¬ 
grants  who  live  alone  and  are  in 
need  of  social  and  health  pro¬ 
grams; 


•  traffic  and  pedestrian  safety 
issues,  including  the  need  for 
more  workshops  for  pedestrians 
conducted  in  Russian,  Chinese 
and  English; 

•  affordable  childcare  and  af¬ 
ter-school  services; 

•  affordable  housing;  and 

•  more  community  events. 

Communication  and  coordina¬ 
tion  were  cited  as  the  top  roles 
for  community-based  organiza¬ 
tions.  A  better-coordinated  com¬ 
munication  effort  -  such  as  a 
newsletter,  Web  site  or  e-mail  fist 
-  was  urged  from  service 
providers. 

To  shed  a  brighter  light  on  the 
survey’s  results,  Sindelar  said  it 
is  important  to  note  various  de¬ 
mographic  facts  about  survey  re¬ 
spondents:  64  percent  were 
women;  59  percent  make  less 


than  $49,000  a  year;  58  percent 
are  between  the  ages  of  30  and 
49;  and,  perhaps  oddest  of  all, 
only  64  percent  of  the  respon¬ 
dents  were  residents  of  the 
Richmond  District  -  many  work 
in  the  Richmond  but  live  else¬ 
where. 

The  report  produced,  thanks 
in  large  part  to  the  2000  U.S. 
census  survey,  a  diverse  collec¬ 
tion  of  data  on  the  district.  Some 
of  the  latest  demographic  trends 
in  the  Richmond  are: 

•  49  percent  white;  44  percent 
Asian;  4  percent  Latino  and  2 
percent  black; 

•  The  median  household  in¬ 
come  is  $67,400.  Although  near¬ 
ly  26  percent  of  households  have 
incomes  exceeding  $100,000,  al-

The  legislation,  to 
implement  a  six-month  trial  of 
car-free  space  on  JFK  Dr.  on 
Saturdays  just  as  it  has  been  on 
Sundays  for  the  past  39  years, 
won  unanimous  support  from  the 
board’s  Land  Use  Committee  in 
mid-April  and  was  approved  by 
the  full  Board  of  Supervisors 
April  25. 

1  feel  confident  that  Healthy 
Saturdays  will  continue  to  win 
support  because  San  Franciscans 
understand  that  we  must  do  more 
to  encourage  regular  physical  ac¬ 
tivity,  especially  among  children, 
to  improve  health  and  well-be¬ 
ing.  We  understand  that  there  are 
few  places  in  our  City  that  offers 
safe  -  and  free  -  opportunities 
for  this  recreation. 

The  case  for  Healthy 
Saturdays  has  grown  even 
stronger  in  the  past  few  months 
as  we  have  worked  closely  with 
the  disabled  community  to  en¬ 
sure  access  to  all  parts  of  the 
park  and  cultural  institutions  for 
all  users.  We  have  been  working 
with  the  Mayor’s  Office  on 
Disabilities  to  add  new  parking 
spaces  for  people  with  disabili¬ 
ties,  as  well  as  new  drop-off 
points. 

In  addition,  even  with  the  par¬ 
tial  closure  to  cars  on  JFK  Dr., 
anyone  can  drive  to  the  front 
door  of  the  de  Young  museum 
(and  the  Academy  of  Sciences 
when  it  reopens)  to  drop  off  pas¬ 
sengers  on  any  day  of  the  week. 
Healthy  Saturdays  would  not 
change  this.  All  surface  roads 
from  the  south  side  of  the  park 
(such  as  Martin  Luther  King  Jr. 
Dr.)  and  the  Concourse  roads 
themselves  are  open  to  anyone 
driving.  And,  from  both  the  north 
and  south  sides  of  the  park,  the 
800-car  underground  garage  is 
fully  accessible  by  car  for  park¬ 
ing  or  for  a  15-minute  drop-off 
period. 

We  have  also  learned  that  the 
M.H.  de  Young  Memorial 
Museum  should  have  good  rea¬ 
son  to  support  the  Healthy 
Saturdays  proposal  and  work  for 


its  success.  Official  figures  show 
that  the  de  Young’s  attendance 
since  reopening  last  Fall  actually 
increases  on  Sundays,  during  the 
car-free  space  on  JFK  Drive.  The 
average  attendance  on  Saturdays 
at  the  de  Young  is  6,334  people, 
while  the  average  Sunday  atten¬ 
dance  is  6,416  people.  This  di¬ 
rectly  contradicts  the  de  Young 
leadership’s  prior  claims  that  the 
popular  car-free  space  on 
Sundays  lessens  their  attendance 
below  Saturday  levels. 

In  the  end.  Healthy  Saturdays 
has  the  potential  to  be  a  win-win 
situation  for  the  de  Young  and 
other  cultural  institutions  and  for 
all  the  users  who  enjoy  the  car- 
free  space  in  the  park,  just  as 
Sundays  have  been  for  the  past 
39  years. 

I  want  to  underscore  that  this 
legislation  calls  for  a  six-month 
trial,  from  May  to  November, 
which  will  allow  for  further  com¬ 
munity  input  and  analysis  before 
any  decision  is  made  on  a  longer- 
term  plan. 

I  look  forward  to  community 
members’  and  others  stakehold¬ 
ers’  input.  And,  I  look  forward  to 
the  enjoyment  of  thousands  more 
people  each  week  as  they  experi¬ 
ence  another  day  of  “the  rarest 
treasure.  Golden  Gate  Park.”

Laurel  Heights  robberies 


A  greeting  to  all  as  the  spring 
season  brings  the  sun  and  late 
daylight! 

It  isn’t  often  that  I  have  a 
crime  alert,  but  this  month  I  do. 
The  information  is  meant  to  edu¬ 
cate  and  alert  all  of  you,  rather 
than  alarm  you.  If  we  are  aware 
of  what’s  occurring  in  our  neigh¬ 
borhood,  we  can  better  recognize 
suspicious  person(s)  and  activity 
and  call  the  police.  We  rely  on 
the  community  to  help  us  police 
your  neighborhood. 

There  is  a  small  street  robbery 
series  that  has  been  reported  in 
the  Laurel  Heights  area,  at 
Arguello  Boulevard  and  Jackson 
Street,  Vallejo  and  Scott  streets, 
and  Cherry  and  Washington 
streets.  Between  April  8  and 
April  12,  there  were  three  street 
robberies  between  the  hours  of 
10:20  p.m.  and  12:30  a.m.  These 


incidents  are  classified  as  a  rob¬ 
bery  series  because  the  suspect’s 
description  and  modus  operandi 
are  similar.  The  robberies  are  of 
great  concern  because  they  in¬ 
volved  the  brandishing  of  a  hand¬ 
gun,  although  there  were  no  re¬ 
ported  injuries.  The  suspect  is 
described  as  a  male,  unknown 
race,  20  to  25  years  old,  thin 
build,  six-feet— three-inches  to 
six-feet-six-inches  tall.  He  was 
wearing  a  black  ski  mask,  dark 
pants  and  a  white  parka  jacket 
with  camouflage  and  fur  around 
the  hood. 

Safety  Tips: 

•  When  on  the  street,  be  alert 
and  aware  at  all  times.  Keep 
good  eye  contact  with  the  people 
around  you  and  walk  with  confi¬ 
dence  and  purpose.  Most  victims 
will  be  targeted  because  they  ap¬ 


pear  to  not  be  paying  attention  to 
their  surroundings; 

•  Practice  the  “buddy  system.” 
If  possible,  avoid  traveling  alone 
in  areas  that  may  be  high  risk. 
The  motto  “safety  in  numbers”  is 
a  good  practice; 

•  Report  suspicious  activity  or 
person(s)  in  your  neighborhood 
to  the  police.  If  there’s  a  crime  in 
progress,  call  9-1-1 .  Otherwise, 
call  553-0123.  Give  the  dispatch¬ 
er  the  best  possible  description  of 
the  suspect(s),  what  is  happen¬ 
ing,  and  the  last  known  direction 
the  suspect(s)  was  traveling; 

•  Trust  your  instincts.  If  you 
feel  uncomfortable  or  threatened 
by  another  person(s),  seek  help 
immediately.  A  whistle  is  a  great 
device  to  have  when  you  need  to 
call  attention  to  yourself; 

•  If  you  are  a  victim  of  a  rob¬ 
bery  do  not  resist  and  do  not  be  a 
hero.  It’s  better  to  lose  your  prop¬ 
erty  than  your  life.  Always  try  to 
stay  calm  and  do  not  make  any 
sudden  movements  to  upset  the 
robber. 

As  well,  try  to  get  a  good  look 
at  the  robber,  including  race,  age, 
clothing  description  and  distinct 
characteristics,  so  you  can  de¬ 
scribe  the  suspect  later.  Note  the 
direction  of  the  suspect’s  travel 
and  try  to  get  a  description  of  the 
vehicle,  if  involved. 

In  today’s  world,  there’s  al¬ 
ways  good  news  that  reminds  us 
that  things  are  not  always  so 
grim.  The  officers  at  Richmond 
Station  are  making  good  arrests 
in  the  district,  including: 

•  On  April  13,  at  10:30  a.m.,  a 
Richmond  officer  was  on  patrol 
in  the  area  of  Broderick  and  Pine 
streets  when  she  observed  an 
African-American  male  juvenile 
that  matched  the  description  of 
an  auto  burglary  suspect  that  oc¬ 
curred  on  the  500  block  of 
Presidio  Avenue  the  day  before. 


The  victim  identified  the  detainee 
and  the  1 7-year-old  suspect  was 
arrested  for  auto  burglary  and 
possession  of  marijuana. 

•  On  April  14,  at  2:15  p.m.,  a 
neighbor  called  9-1-1  to  report 
three  males  going  inside  a  house 
on  the  unit  block  of  Willard 
Street  North.

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100-year-old  veteran  was  baby 
when  1906  earthquake  hit  City

Julien  Idiart  was  only  a  few 
weeks  old  when  the  San  Andreas 
earthquake  woke  up  and  rattled 
San  Francisco  on  April  18,  1906. 
And  he  is  still  around  to  tell  his 
tale  -  earthquake  and  beyond. 

Family  friends  of  Idiart’s  fa¬ 
ther  owned  a  French  bakery  on 
Clement  Street,  between  Third 
and  Fourth  avenues.  When  the 
quake  hit,  it  just  so  happened  that 
they  were  making  their  regular 
bread  deliveries  downtown  via 
horse  and  wagon.  Before  going 
back  to  their  Clement  Street 
home,  the  family  went  by  the 
Idiart  household  in  the  North 
Beach  to  pick  up  their  friends 
and  their  newborn  child,  Julien. 

Idiart’s  house  was  destroyed, 
so  his  family  moved  into  their 
friend’s  Clement  Street  home, 
which  was  relatively  unharmed. 

Idiart,  who  has  short  white 
hair  on  the  sides  of  his  head, 
smooth  skin,  wears  gold-rimmed 
glasses  and  travels  in  a 
wheelchair,  now  lives  at  the  VA 
Medical  Center  on  Clement 
Street  and  42nd  Avenue. 

From  the  age  of  11,  Idiart  al¬ 
ways  had  some  sort  of  job. 
Running  errands  for  a  neighbor¬ 
hood  hardware  store,  then  a 
butcher  shop,  then  a  French  book 
store.  (His  parents  were  French 
immigrants,  so  French  was  the 
first  language  he  learned.) 

One  day,  a  coach  asked  Idiart 
if  he  would  like  to  attend  a  day 
of  competition  at  the  track.  He 
agreed,  if  for  no  other  reason 
than  he  was  a  fast  runner. 

“I  was  like  a  jack  rabbit,” 
Idiart  said,  laughing,  as  he  often 
does  when  telling  a  story. 

So,  he  asked  his  boss  at  the 
French  book  store  if  he  could 
have  Saturday  off,  and  the  boss 
agreed. 

It  turned  out  Idiart  had  to  do 
the  long  jump  instead  of  running. 
He  had  never  been  to  a  track 
meet,  much  less  made  a  long 
jump,  but  he  won  anyway. 

Soon  after,  his  childhood  was 
cut  short.  His  father  died  when 
he  was  15  years  old,  so  he  quit 
high  school  and  got  a  job  with 
the  Bank  of  California  to  help  his 
mother  and  brother.  His  brother 
was  afflicted  with  spinal  menin¬ 
gitis,  a  condition  characterized 
by  inflammation  of  the  mem¬ 
branes  enclosing  the  spinal  cord. 

Despite  the  disease,  Idiart’s 
brother  turned  out  to  be  a  talent¬ 
ed  accordion  player.  He  even 
tried  to  teach  his  brother  on  six 
separate  occasions,  but  to  no 
avail. 

“Go  on,  play  golf,”  he  told  his 
brother  after  the  failed  attempts 
to  teach  him  music. 

Idiart  was  fascinated  by  golf 
after  having  played  his  first  game 
at  the  age  of  15.  But  he  couldn’t 
spare  the  time;  While  most  kids 
could  play  after  school,  he  had 
work  to  do.  He  got  a  break  when 
a  law  required  banks  to  close  ear¬ 
ly  in  the  afternoon  on  Saturdays; 
he  took  that  opportunity  to  play 
the  sport  he  loved  -  one  that  he 
finally  stopped  playing  at  the  age 
of  91. 

By  the  time  World  War  H 
came  around,  he  was  in  his  30s. 
The  cut-off  age  for  draftees  was 
38,  so  at  the  age  of  37  -  months 
before  his  birthday  -  he  got 
drafted  in  1943. 

Idiart  wasn’t  called  to  serve  at 
first  because  he  had  to  take  care 
of  his  mother  and  handicapped 
brother,  but  the  military  was  des¬ 
perate  for  manpower.  His  posi¬ 
tion  was  clerical,  which  mainly

consisted  of  ordering  weapon 
parts  and  supplies. 

He  landed  at  Normandy 
Beach,  in  France,  exactly  one 
month  after  D-Day  -  June  6, 
1 944,  the  day  the  allied  forces  in¬ 
vaded. 

“I  saw  a  lot  of  destruction  and 
a  lot  of  cemeteries  when  we 
landed  in  Normandy,”  he  said. 


One  day,  a  sergeant,  who 
called  Idiart  “Frenchie,”  asked 
him  to  chop  some  wood.  Having 
worked  in  a  bank  most  of  his  life, 
Idiart  wasn’t  the  most  skilled 
woodchopper.  He  swung  the  ax, 
and  a  big  piece  of  wood  flew  up 
and  hit  him  in  the  eye. 

As  a  result,  he  lost  his  eye  and 
received  a  wooden  prosthetic 
one.  He  was  discharged  as  the 
war  was  ending  in  1945. 

He  was  not  one  of  those  sol¬ 
diers  who  had  a  wife  waiting  for 
him  at  home.  In  all  his  100  years, 
he  never  got  married. 

“I  never  gave  (marriage)  a 
thought,”  he  said,  amusedly.  “I 
had  too  many  obligations:  my 
mother  and  brother.” 

After  the  war,  he  went  back  to 
his  job  at  the  Bank  of  California 
and  worked  there  until  his  retire¬ 
ment  in  1968. 

His  advice  to  those  who  want 
to  remain  as  vivacious  as  he  is  at 
100  is:  “Do  everything,  but  do  it 
in  moderation.  If  you  don’t 
smoke,  then  you’re  ahead.”

“This  garage  is  the  compro¬ 
mise  we  have  been  waiting  for,” 
McGoldrick  said.  “The  under¬ 
standing  was  when  the  garage 
was  built  that  the  conditions 
would  be  right.  Opening  the 
garage  is  the  key.” 

David  Miles,  Jr.  and  a  group 
of  skaters  from  the  Golden  Gate 
Park  Skate  Patrol  originally  in¬ 
troduced  a  Saturday  closure  in 
Golden  Gate  Park  in  1982. 

But,  it  was  not  until  the  San 
Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition 
jumped  on  board  in  1994  that  the 
M.H.  de  Young  Memorial 
Museum,  the  Conservatory  of 
Flowers  and  the  California 
Academy  of  Sciences  took  the 
closure  seriously  and  put  up  a 
wall  of  opposition,  according  to 
an  article  written  by  Miles  in 
April  2000  and  published  on  the 
California  Outdoor  Rollerskating 
Association’s  Web  site. 

Besides  the  Bicycle  Coalition 
and  Walk  San  Francisco,  other 
groups  favoring  the  Saturday 
closures  include  the  Cole  Valley 
Improvement  Association,  Sierra 
Club,  Green  Party,  Rescue  Muni, 
Panhandle  Residents  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  the  Senior  Action 
Network. 

“Healthy  Saturdays  is  a  good 
way  for  families  to  spend  time 
together  in  Golden  Gate  Park  and 
to  walk  in  relative  safety,”  said 
Emily  Drennen,  executive  direc¬ 
tor  of  Walk  San  Francisco. 
“Everyone  wins  with  this  pro¬ 
posal  because  it’s  a  good  way  to 
see  if  people’s  fears  of  losing 
money  at  the  cultural  institutions 
due  to  traffic  are  founded.” 

But  some  officials  at  the 
park’s  cultural  institutions  say 
curtailing  access  would  negative¬ 
ly  affect  the  attendance  of  this 
summer’s  main  exhibitions. 

“Our  mission  is  to  make  the 
museum  as  accessible  as  possi¬ 
ble,”  said  de  Young’s  Senior 
Media  Relations  Officer  Barbara 
Traisman.  “We  want  to  have  as 
many  options  as  possible  to  al¬ 
low  people  access  given  their 
schedules  and  transportation  op¬ 
tions.” 

Opposition  of  the  ban  has  also 
come  from  the  Planning 
Association  for  the  Richmond 
(PAR).  Its  position  is  to  wait  at 
least  six  months  after  all  three 
major  institutions  are  open  and 
operating  at  capacity  -  the  reno¬ 


vated  de  Young  Museum, 
Conservatory  of  Flowers  and 
California  Academy  of  Sciences. 
The  Conservatory  is  in  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  a  $25  million  face-lift  and 
the  Academy  is  slated  to  re-open 
in  2008. 

According  to  PAR,  until  all 
institutions  are  running  at  the 
same  time,  a  six-month  trial  can¬ 
not  be  sufficiently  tested  and  is 
premature. 

Other  groups  opposed  to  the 
Saturday  closures  include  the 
Golden  Gate  Heights  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Association,  Sunset 
Heights  Association  of  Respon¬ 
sible  People,  SEIU  local  790, 
Geary  Merchants  Association, 
North  Park  Neighbors 
Association,  and  the  Richmond 
Community  Association. 

“The  Academy  draws  more 
visitors  historically  than  the  mu¬ 
seum  and  Conservatory  com¬ 
bined,”  said  Ray  Holland,  a  PAR 
board  member.  “We  don’t  know 
when  the  Academy  opens  if  the 
800-spaces  (in  the  concourse 
garage)  are  going  to  be  sufficient. 
Where  is  the  overflow  going  to 
go?” 

The  overflow  of  traffic  that 
could  cause  more  congestion  and 
make  it  more  difficult  to  park  by 
putting  more  cars  on  the  surface 
streets  is  of  concern  to  Susan 
Suval,  executive  director  of  the 
Sunset  District  Neighborhood 
Coalition.  She  said  more  people 
drive  on  Saturdays. 

“Saturday  is  a  day  people  do  a 
lot  of  shopping  and  running  er¬ 
rands,”  said  Suval.  “They  need  to 
have  access  to  parking  in  the 
Inner  Sunset.  Let’s  face  it,  (the 
closure)  is  not  going  to  get  peo¬ 
ple  out  of  their  cars,  it’s  forcing 
people  to  park  elsewhere.” 

“We  are  working  on  having  no 
impediments  for  the  disability 
community,  first  by  adding  addi¬ 
tional  disabled  parking  spaces  at 
Eighth  Avenue  and  Fulton  Street 
and  making  sure  there  is  no 
blockage  to  the  concourse  in 
front  of  the  museum,” 
McGoldrick  said. 

When  asked  if  the  disabled 
community  will  be  able  to  get 
through  the  barricades, 
McGoldrick  is  insistent  that  the 
city  employees  there  will  be  fa¬ 
miliar  with  the  law  and  will  al¬ 
low  any  vehicle  showing  a  dis¬ 
ability  placard  access. 

Information  for  evaluating  the 
six-month-trial  run  will  be  exam¬ 


ined  by  the  end  of  November 
2006. 

“Beginning  with  the  first 
weekend,  we  will  look  for  traffic 
patterns.  If  there  is  a  problem  we 
will  clear  it  right  away  and  not 
wait  until  November  to  address 
the  problem,”  McGoldrick  said. 

A  suggested  alternative  was  to 
close  the  west  end  of  the  park  on 
Saturdays  and  continue  closing 
the  east  end  on  Sundays.  But 
supporters  said  there  would  be 
confusion  when  trying  to  figure 
out  which  end  was  closed  on 
what  day  and  that  they  wanted 
access  to  the  more  popular  attrac¬ 
tions  in  the  park. 

According  to  many  supporters 
of  the  legislation,  the  east  end 
has  better  weather,  better  Muni 
lines,  better  shops  and  better 
pavement  for  more  recreational 
activities. 

“Having  pavement  matters. 
People  need  flat  pavement  for 
play  and  to  be  able  to  meander 
about  and  take  their  time,”  said 
Andy  Thomley,  program  director 
for  the  San  Francisco  Bicycle 
Coalition. 

“For  a  lot  of  people,  the  park 
is  a  place  they  want  to  move 
around  and  not  look  over  their 
shoulder  at  traffic,”  he  said. 

“If  there  was  a  recreational 
demand  at  the  west  end  of  the 
park,”  said  Thomley,  “there  still 
would  be  a  Playland,”  referring 
to  the  amusement  park  that  was 
located  near  the  west  end  of  the 
park  and  closed  in  the  ’70s.

most  20  percent  of  households 
report  incomes  below  $30,(X)0; 

•  37  percent  of  the  residents 
are  between  the  ages  of  20  and 
39;  20  percent  is  over  60,  and  16 
percent  is  19  or  younger; 

•  58  percent  live  in  rented 
homes  and  42  percent  live  in 
owner-occupied  units. 

District  1  Supervisor  Jake 
McGoldrick  helped  get  some 
money  to  conduct  the  survey. 

“The  money  we  got  last  year 
to  do  the  assessment  was  well 
used,”  he  said. 

Now,  the  issue  is  how  to  put 
the  assessment  to  use,  Sindelar 
said.  He  said  the  YMCA  will  cre¬ 
ate  a  five-year  action  plan  based 
on  the  data  by  February  2007. 

Also,  the  Richmond 
Community  Coalition,  an  um¬ 
brella  group  of  community  orga¬ 
nizations  that  meets  quarterly, 
plans  to  implement  some  sort  of 
action  plan.

Groups  oppose  Saturday  closures 


The  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Supervisors  voted  7-4  on  April 
25  to  close  the  eastern  end  of 
JFK  Drive  to  vehicles  on 
Saturdays  on  a  trial  basis  for  six 
months. 

The  Planning  Association  for 
the  Richmond  (PAR)  spoke  out 
against  the  ordinance,  along  with 
the  North  Park  Neighbors 
Association  and  the  Richmond 
Community  Association,  citing 
the  unfairness  to  2,000  Inner 
Richmond  District  residents  liv¬ 
ing  near  Golden  Gate  Park  who 
bear  the  brunt  of  Sunday  closure. 

These  groups  asked  -  why 
close  the  same  road  on  Saturdays 
that  already  is  closed  on 
Sundays,  and  impact  the  same 
people  and  businesses?  They 
pointed  to  15  miles  of  roads  in 
Golden  Gate  Park  as  alternatives, 
many  of  which  are  much  nearer 
to  the  park’s  recreation  features 
that  families  enjoy,  such  as  pic¬ 
nic  areas  and  lakes.  They  agreed 
with  the  idea  of  closing  a  road 
for  Saturday  recreation,  but  not 
the  selection  of  eastern  JFK 
Drive. 

In  opposing  JFK  Saturday  clo¬ 
sure,  the  neighborhood  organiza¬ 
tions  joined  the  Conservatory  of 
Flowers  and  Botanical  Gardens, 
which  also  fear  the  effects  of 
Saturday  closure  on  their  facili¬ 
ties  and  programs,  duplicating 
their  experience  on  Sundays.. 

Conservatory  representatives 
say  their  building  would  become 
more  difficult  to  reach  for  mobil¬ 


ity-impaired  volunteers  and  visi¬ 
tors  if  cars  are  barred  from  JFK 
Drive. 

Increased  traffic  congestion 
on  other  park  roads  and  the  loss 
of  on-street  parking  discourages 
volunteers  and  visitors  to  the 
Botanical  Gardens  (formerly  the 
Arboretum). 

The  closure  measure  also 
drew  criticism  from  neighbor¬ 
hood  groups  across  the  City  and 
organizations  representing  the 
disabled,  saying  that  many  peo¬ 
ple  who  want  or  need  to  drive 
and  park  to  enjoy  the  park’s  at¬ 
tractions  cannot  do  so  on 
Sundays. 

Ron  Miguel,  president  of 
PAR,  questioned  the  so-called 
“six-month  trial”  described  in  the 
ordinance  because  no  accurate 
assessment  of  the  effects  of 
Saturday  closure  can  be  made 
until  the  Academy  of  Sciences 
re-opens  in  late  2008.  Moreover, 


without  standards  and  funding, 
any  evaluation  of  the  test  will  be 
subjective.  He  also  notes  there  is 
no  way  to  study  how  many  peo¬ 
ple  will  avoid  the  park  on 
Saturday  because  of  a  lack  of  ac¬ 
cess,  no  street  parking,  fees  at  the 
Concourse  Garage,  or  confusion 
and  traffic  congestion. 

To  placate  some  critics. 
Supervisor  Jake  McGoldrick,  the 
measure’s  sponsor,  added  amend¬ 
ments  to  provide  for  a  prelimi¬ 
nary  review  of  closure  after  three 
months  and  to  institute  a  shuttle 
to  transport  people  with  disabili¬ 
ties  from  designated  parking  ar¬ 
eas  to  closed  parts  of  the  park. 

The  closure  measure  is  in  the 
hands  of  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom, 
who  has  the  opportunity  to.  veto 
it.  The  measure  was  opposed  by 
Supervisors  Sean  Elsbemd, 

Fiona  Ma,  Michele  Alioto-Pier 
and  Bevan  Dufty,  providing 
enough  votes  to  sustain  a  veto  by 
the  mayor. 

Michele  Stratton  is  a  member 
of  par's  board  of  directors.  PAR 
is  the  largest  neighborhood 
group  in  the  City  and  seeks  to 
improve  the  quality  of  life  in  the 
Richmond  District.

Ideas  for  a  real  estate  blog 


I  was  thinking  this  month  that 
it  might  be  fun  to  start  a  real  es¬ 
tate  blog  on  the  Internet  and  Just 
put  down  my  thoughts  regarding 
real  estate.  Then  I  thought  about 
who  would  really  read  about  this 
boring  subject,  and  whether  or 
not  I  should  try  it  here  first  to  see 
how  it  would  work.  So  here  are 
some  random  thoughts; 

Prices  are  too  high  for 
sellers 

You  might  think  that  this  is  a 
good  problem  for  sellers  to  have. 
But,  there  is  a  real  problem  that 
many  potential  sellers  have. 

For  example,  they  may  have 
purchased  their  homes  four  to 
five  years  ago,  in  the  $500,000 
range,  but  now  have  outgrown 
them,  maybe  because  they  have  a 
couple  more  kids  or  just  need 
more  space.  Their  house  is  now 
worth  about  $1  million,  but,  un¬ 
fortunately,  their  trade-up  home 
in  San  Francisco  will  be  around 
$1.5  milhon. 

The  problem  is  that  they  are  a 
working  couple,  putting  all  their 
income  into  the  mortgage,  pri¬ 
vate  school  tuitions,  and  improv¬ 
ing  their  lifestyles  the  last  few 
years.  Their  salaries  have  not 
kept  up  with  home  prices,  and 
they  have  not  been  able  to  save 
because  of  the  high  cost  of  hving 
in  the  area. 

So,  if  they  were  to  buy,  they 
would  be  facing  an  additional 
$500,000  worth  of  mortgage, 
plus  the  incremental  rise  in  prop¬ 
erty  taxes  based  on  another  $1 
million  of  assessed  value,  result¬ 
ing  in  approximately  $4,000 
more  per  month  to  make  the 
house  and  property  tax  payments. 
As  well,  they  would  have  to 


make  about  $120,000  more  per 
year  than  they  did  when  they 
purchased  their  original  house  to 
qualify  for  a  loan  on  the  new 
home. 

When  confronted  with  num¬ 
bers  like  that,  sellers  either  move 
out  of  the  area  or  implement  oth¬ 
er  options,  such  as  adding  some 
rooms  in  the  basement  or  ex¬ 
panding  the  property  to  accom¬ 
modate  their  hving  needs. 

The  net  effect  of  these  factors 
has  been  to  limit  the  supply  of 
homes  on  the  market.  Because  of 
the  lack  of  inventory,  the  prices 
of  homes  keep  going  up  in  San 
Francisco. 

Homes  versus  condo  ap¬ 
preciation 

There  was  a  time  when  homes 
appreciated  much  faster  than 
condominiums.  But,  with  the  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  condos  in  San 
Francisco,  appreciation  at  times 
has  exceeded  that  of  single-fami¬ 
ly  homes. 

But  what  is  going  to  happen  in 
the  future?  Should  you  buy  a 
house  or  a  condo  if  you  are  con¬ 
cerned  about  appreciation?  Let’s 


put  it  this  way:  Contractors  are 
not  building  any  more  single¬ 
family  homes!  The  economics 
are  not  there  for  builders  to  build 
single-family  homes,  so  when  an 
old  home  gets  tom  down,  usually 
two  or  three  condos  take  its 
place. 

Also,  there  is  massive  con¬ 
struction  of  condos  in  the  SOMA 
and  Mission  Bay  neighborhoods. 
So,  there  is  an  ever  increasing 
supply  of  condos  and  diminish¬ 
ing  supply  of  single-family 
homes.  Based  on  the  simple  eco¬ 
nomic  theory  of  supply  and  de¬ 
mand,  single-family  homes 
should  go  up  in  value  much  more 
than  condos  in  the  future. 

Real  estate  bubble? 

Even  though  the  real  estate 
market  has  slowed  somewhat 
from  previous  years,  the  market 
is  still  extremely  active. 

Properties  that  are  in  good 
condition  and  priced  well  are  stiU 
receiving  multiple  offers  and 
selling  at  high  prices.  Fhoperties 
that  have  some  type  of  defect  or 
are  priced  high  are  stiU  sitting  on 
the  market. 

We  expect  this  same  trend  to 
continue  in  the  second  half  of  the 
year.  With  a  lack  of  supply  and 
plenty  of  demand,  I  just  do  not 
see  any  real  estate  bubbles  on  the 
horizon.

ronnieiital  laws,  there  was  nothing  helpful 
on  the  part  of  the  VA.  We  received  a  letter 
from  their  chief  engineer  on  Aug.  1 2  stat¬ 
ing  that  no  further  environmental  analysis 
is  required  or  will  be  performed,"  he  said. 

The  VA  contends  Building  1 6  will  be 
less  than  75,000  square  feet  in  size,  which 
renders  it  exempt  from  NEPA’s  require¬ 
ments  under  current  VA  rules. 

The  members  of  PAR  and  POLE,  how¬ 
ever,  argue  that  the  new  building  is  part  of 
an  ongoing  expansion  of  research  facilities 
at  the  campus,  making  it  a  connected  ac¬ 
tion  and  subject  to  NEPA  review. 

“We  feel  they  are  just  piecemealing  the 
construction  to  avoid  having  to  comply 
with  environmental  laws,”  said  Julie 
Bums,  a  POLE  board  member. 

Because  the  new  building  will  house  ac¬ 
tive  laboratories,  the  neighborhood  groups 
are  particularly  concerned  about  potential 
health  hazards  from  the  release  of  any  bio¬ 
logical  and  toxic  wastes  and  fumes  gener¬ 
ated  by  the  labs,  in  addition  the  increased 
traffic  and  parking  congestion,  noise  and 
lighting  from  the  facility. 

Efforts  to  obtain  documents  pertaining 
to  the  new  facility  and  expansion  plans  for 
the  campus  under  the  Freedom  of 
Information  Act  have  been  denied  by  the 
VA  for  a  variety  of  reasons,  including 
Homeland  Security,  Brodsky  said.  The 
matter  is  currently  on  appeal,  he  added. 

“We  are  concerned  about  how  this  will 
affect  our  neighborhood.  The  new  research 
building  will  have  large  tanks  with  uniden¬ 
tified  liquid  or  gasses  just  75  feet  from  res¬ 
idential  housing.  We  want  to  know  what  is 
in  those  tanks,”  Bums  said. 

According  to  Gene  Gibson,  public  rela¬ 
tions  officer  for  the  VA,  the  research  facili¬ 
ty  will  not  be  releasing  any  toxic  materials 
into  the  air  or  water. 

“We  don’t  release  toxics  in  the  air  or 
down  the  drain.  We  are  a  medical  facility 
and  we  don’t  do  things  like  that.  There’s 
nothing  environmentally  risky.  Much  of 
the  research  in  the  labs  is  conducted  by 


computer,”  Gib.son  said. 

Relations  between  the  VA  and  sur¬ 
rounding  neighbors  have  been  rocky  over 
the  years,  neighbors  say. 

“We’ve  had  constant  problems  with 
various  things.  A  few  years  ago,  we  had  a 
big  fight  about  a  proposed  neuroscience 
building  they  wanted  to  build  on  the  front 
lawn.  They  eventually  gave  up  on  that,” 
Brodsky  said. 

“The  hospital  seems  to  have  a  life  of  its 
own  without  concern  about  the  impact 
they  have  on  the  neighborhood,”  said 
Bums,  who  has  lived  adjacent  to  the  VA 
campus  since  1991.  He  said  he  has  ob¬ 
served  increased  traffic  and  noise  in  the 
area  generated  by  the  facility’s  growth. 

Gibson,  however,  stated  that  some  peo¬ 
ple  just  seem  to  have  trouble  accepting  the 
medical  center  in  the  neighborhood. 

“We  have  been  here  since  1934  and  we 
are  not  going  away.  They  are  just  going  to 
have  to  learn  to  accept  us.  We  have  our 
mission  and  we  must  do  what  we  must  do. 
We  have  to  have  research  facilities  on 
campus  because  the  physicians  require  it. 
We  can’t  move  the  labs  to  another  location 
because  it  would  be  too  cumbersome  to 
have  the  doctors  driving  hither  and  thither 
to  conduct  their  research,  and  patient  care 
would  be  affected,”  Gibson  said. 

The  first  hearing  on  the  case  will  be  in 
July  regarding  case  management  issues, 
and  the  case  will  then  be  heard  based  on 
the  court’s  calendar.  The  plaintiff’s  legal 
fees  are  being  paid  by  the  organizations, 
but  the  suit  is  seeking  attorney’s  fees,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Brodsky. 

“We  can  be  assessed  fees  if  we  lose  and 
the  court  finds  the  suit  has  no  merit,  but 
that  would  definitely  not  apply  in  this 
case,”  he  said. 

“We  all  strongly  support  the  VA  to  ad¬ 
dress  the  health  care  of  veterans,  but  we 
also  care  about  the  neighborhood  and 
GGNRA  and  Lincoln  Park.  One  does  not 
take  this  action  lightly.  I  hope  that  all  par¬ 
ties  will  understand  that  our  actions  are  be¬ 
ing  taken  in  the  best  interest  of  everyone,” 
Bums  said.
